BY CITY COUNCIL 


Resolution Passed By The City Council Saturday 
Night Raising Saloon License. 


Alderman Wright Championed The Cause- City 


Attorney Says It Is Final. 


At the regular meeting of the city J 
council on Saturday evening a reso­ 
lution was passed raising the saloon 
license in this city from SoOOto I l(XK). 
This matter has been talked of before 
but 
it 
was 
not 
thought 
that those interested would spring it 
so soon. 
Now the question arises 
whether or not the action of the 
council is final in the matter, or 
whether it is up to Mayor Halsted to 
sign or veto the resolution. The city 
charter provides th at the mayor shall 
sign an ordinance or resolution pass­ 
ed by the city council, but City At­ 
torney Crowell holds that the action 
of the council Saturday night is final. 
Section 17, of Title III, of the city 
charter reads as followson this point: 
All ordinances or resolutions shall 
l>efore they take effect be presented 
to the mayor, and if he approve 
thereof he shall sign the same, and 
•ach as he shall not sign he shall re­ 
turn to the city council with his ob­ 
jections thereto by depositing the 
same with the city clerk, to be pre­ 
sented to the city council at their 
next meeting thereafter. 
Upon the 
return of any o rdnance or resolution 
by the mayor, the vote by which the 
same was passed shall be deemed to 
have been 
reconsidered, and the 
question shall again be put upon the 
passage of the same, notwithstanding 
the objection of the mayor, and if 
upon such vote the city council shall 
pass the same by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members of the council it shall 
have the same effect as if approved 
by the mayor. 
If any ordinance or 
resolution shall 
not be returned 
within five days, Sundays excepted, 
after it shall have been presented to j 
him, the same shall have the same 
force aud effect as if approved bv the 
mayor. 
From this it would s«*em that it is j 
up to the mayor and the outcome 1 
will be watched with interest. 
There were several applicants for 
liquor licenses Saturday night but 
none were granted, the city clerk 
being instructed to notifiy the appli­ 
cants of the action taken by thoeoun- j 
cif. 


received a prompt second. 
This question naturally brought 
out considerable discussion. 
Alder­ 
man Rowley seemed to be the spokes­ 
man against the adoption of the re­ 
solution. 
His remarks were made 
from the standpoint of the city’s 
financial interests and lie thought 
th a t it was a pretty serious matter to 
go ahead and raise the license until a 
committee had thoroughly sounded 
the opinions of taxpayers of the city. 
He claimed that the question of the 
legality of the m atter should be con­ 
sidered and the interpretation of the 
statutes. The chief point raised in 
this connection was the insulation 
of the city. 
Mr. Rowley stated that 
the council would have to be govern­ 
ed by the last census and that this 
did not give Brainerd 10,000 popula­ 
tion. 
This, however, does not cut 
any figure with what the council can 
or cannot do in the premises. 
Alderman W right spoke at length 
in favor of adoption of the resolution. 
His was an argument from a moral 
standpoint and he argued that the 
amount of drinking and licentious­ 
ness in the city was in proportion to 
the number of saloons and he thought 
that the time had come when some­ 
thing should be done; that the wel­ 
fare of the boys of the city was 
rather to Ik* considered than the 
financial interests.

Section 17, of Title III, of the city 
charter reads as followson this point: 
All ordinances or resolutions shall 
before they take effect be presented 
to the mayor, and if he approve 
thereof be shall sign ths same, and 
such as he shall not sign be shall re­ 
turn to the city council with his ob- 
tactions thereto by depositing the 
same with the eity clerk, to be pre­ 
sented to the city council at their 
next meeting thereafter. 
Upon the 
return of any ordinance or resolution 
by the mayor, the vote by which the 
same wan passed shall be deemed to 
have been 
reconsidered, and the 
question shall again be put upon the 
passage of the same, notwithstanding 
the objection of the mayor, and if 
upon such vote the city council shall 
paas the same by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members of the council it shall 
have the same effect as if approved 
by the mayor. 
If any ordinance or 
resolution shall 
not be returned 


recei ved a prompt second. 
This question naturally brought 
out considerable discussion. 
Alder­ 
man How ley seemed tobe the spokes­ 
man against the adoption of the re 
solution. 
His remarks were made 
from the standpoint of the city’ 
financial interests and he thought 
that it was a pretty serious matter to 
go ahead and raise the license until a 
committee had thoroughly sounded 
the opinions of taxpayers of the city. 
He claimed that the question of the 
legality of the matter should be con­ 
sidered and the interpretation of the 
statutes. The chief point raised in 
this connection was the population 
of the dty. Mr. Rowley stated that 
the council would have to be govern­ 
ed by the last census and that this 
did not give Brainerd 10,(MM) popula­ 
tion. 
This, however, does not cut 
any figmn with what the council can 
or cannot do in the premises. 
Alderman W right spoke at length 
in favor of adoption of the resolution. 
His was an argument from a moral 
standpoint and he argued that the 
amount of drinking and licentious­ 
ness in the city was in proportion to 
the number of saloons and he thought 
that the time had come when some­ 
thing should be done; that the wel­ 
fare of the boys of the city was 
rather to be considered than the 
financial interests. He believed that 
the raising of the license would mean 
the weeding out of some of the objec- 
tiooaWe saloon» in the city. 
He 
this question should 
after it shall have been presented to 
him, the same shall have the same 
force and effect as if approved by the 
mayor. 
From this it would seem that it is 
up to the mayor and the outcome 
will be watched with interest. 
There were several applicants for 
liquor licenses Saturday night but 
none were granted, the city clerk 
bsing instructed to notifiy the appli­ 
cants of the action taken by the coun­ 
cil. 


There has been some intimation 
at former meetings regarding the 
raising of saloon licenses in this city, 
but the matter has never come to a 
focus until Saturday night, when 
Alderman Wright, who seemed to 
be the champion of the cause of high 
license and who was all cocked and 
primde for the occasion with statis­ 
tics and parallel cases, offered a reso 
lutioo thatfMemed to astound on those 
who were opposed to raising the 
license in this d ty from tfiDOtoifOOR 
The resolution offered for the consider» 
ation of the d ty council by Alderman 
Wright wan in effect that from and 
after date no Heensea for the ml# of 
intoxicating or spirituous liquor* be 
granted únicos the application he ac­ 
companied by HOOD instead of f&OD 
as haretofore. 
Alderman Wright 
Its adoption and bis motion 


thought that 
not be a matter of dollar* and cents 
to the city, but that the morality of 
the community should be upheld . ‘ If 
the city is to be run by whiskey ami 
rude women. ’ said the alderuptn 
from the second ward, “then we hail 
better quit.'* Mr 
Wright stated 
that while he had not interviewed 
the saloon men of the city personally 
yet he had it from good authority 
that many of them were in favor of 
a 11 /)U0 license. 
He stated that 
there was no question but that there 
is a certain class of saloons in this 
dty that were being conducted in 
first class shape and there was really 
nothing that could be said against 
the proprietors of these saloons, but 
there were others that ought to be 
out of the business 
Mr. Wright 
died Fergus Fall* as a parallel case 
and added that at the time the mat­ 
ter of making saloon licensee in shat 
d ty 11,000 came up, then* was a big 
kick but OCHf that the experiment 
has been tried the taxpayers and 
others interested would not have the 
matter otherwise regulated. 


Dty Attorney Crowell was present 


and had considerable to my regard­ 
ing the matter. 
He etated that he 


did not see bow the dty could get 
along without saloons, and he war 
sure that the vmidagdof the license 


would mean the cutting out of more 
than I wo-thirds of the men doing 
business in this line in the city at the 
present time. 
He stated that the 
taxpayers had declared them* el vea 
at the polls and decided that they 
wanted saloons and then* was no 
getting aronnd it. 
Other aldermen expressed their 
views on 
the matter. 
President 
Crust, of the city council, was agreed 
with Alderman Wright on the mat 
ter, as were also Aldermen Doran, 
Halladay, Erickson and Fog els t rom. 
Alderman Halladay stated that be 
was in favor of giving the matter 
more serious consideration but at the 
same time, if the resolution was to 
be voted on, he would have to vote 
in favor of its adoption. 
Alderman 
Fogelstrom stated that he hail had 
some talk with saloon men and he 
found many who were in favor of a

Mayor Halsted was present at the 
meeting and in answer to the asser­ 
tion made by Alderman Wright that 
he thought it was time that the coun­ 
cil quit if it hail to run the city on 
rude women.
